Is the fashion industry cruel with the alternative 
models? 

Iam told itis for discriminating against tattoos or 
piercings, but | have none so have not been per- 
sonally affected. 


Do you think the use of Photoshop has distorted 
reality? 

Yes and no. Yes when itis extreme, but to smooth 
out minor flaws/imperfections is not damaging 
because when you look at someone “in real life" 
you don't "see" their flaws like you do in a photo, 
because you have the full picture to take in; a 
photo is so flat you focus on the little nit picky de- 
tails much more so it's more harsh and unforgi- 
ving. Imperfections in a photos from someone are 
more distracting than when you're looking at 
them in person | find, so Photoshopping these 
things out helps you see more of their beauty and 
be less focused on their minor flaws you would 
not even notice if you were looking at them face 
to face. 


Name a couple of models you admire or have as 
a reference? 
Mahafsoun and Eleine. 


What is your definition of beauty? 
Your personal light that shines through from the 
inside out; someone who is truly beautiful is one 
who radiates joy and love, who's eyes clearly 
show their warm hearts and kind soul.

You were our first cover, time ago... How has your 
life changed since then? 

Well, started to learn photography that year, then 
I started to study cinematography at the film 
school from Alicante. After that | worked in short- 
films and video clips and started to travel the 
world and to learn German as my second lan- 
guage. Has been a real chaos, with so many diffe- 
rent things to do and to learn, but | love my life the 
way it is, | never know what I'll be doing next 
month or where Ill be. | just try to work hard and 
to let life surprise me. 


Why you moved to Germany? 

Although 1 would love to live everywhere and any- 
where at the same time, | studied German Trans- 
lation, so | asked for an Erasmus semester in 
Germany. So | live here and I'm going to be here 
until July, but my plan is to stay because | really 
love the country, | feel myself at home 


Do you prefer shoot in outdoors or indoors as pho- 
tographer and model? 

1 think outdoors is always funny, because you can 
play with the location, the light and as a model and 
as a photographer | enjoy that the most, you have 
freedom to do whatever you want in that moment. 
In Studio is always a little different, of course you 
can play with the atrezzo or the light as well, but 
definitely, when I can do that outdoors, I just do it. 


What did you study? 

1 studied photography and then cinematography 
at the film school. After a couple of years | had not 
a high knowledge of German, but | still wanted to 
try with German Translation at the university. 





When did you decide to work in the fashion in- 
dustry? 

When I was 16 years old | met a model that was 
as tall as | am, and | thought why not? | ever wan- 
ted to be a model and to take photos with beautiful 
gothic clothes, why don't just try and see what 
happens?

entirely world. | can't visit a city without spending 
hours taking photos from everything, I can stare 
through the window forever looking how colors. 
and shadows change because of the light. can't 
just watch TV or a movie without thinking about 
the composition or the lighting plan. Sometimes 
it's just exhausting for my friends or my family but 
1 can't do anything about it.

Do you believe photography is underestimated 
and considered a minor art? 

| believe it is valued amongst those who know 
how difficult it can be. It can be underestimated; 
with a saturation of cameras in today's world, 


everyone can take a photo, but not everyone can 
make a photograph into art. 


Was it difficult for you gaining the confidence of 
models? 

I think there's always nervousness, from both par- 
ties, when working with new people. | always 
strive to give models an enjoyable experience, 
along with excellent photos. There is no point in 
taking amazing photos if the model does not have 


а good time. 


What do you prefer: taking many photographs or 
just a few during a session but spend more time 
on each one? 

My view point on this has changed recently. | was 
originally always "take as many as you can" that 
way you're more likely to get some good ones. 
Now | spend more time, trying to create great 
photos, and then grab extras for just in case. 


What makes you different from other photogra- 
phers? 

My approach to giving the model/client an expe- 
rience, rather than just photos, has me stand out 
from other photographers. Providing a platter for 
the long day, making them feel how they look; 
gorgeous and amazing, and then giving them fan- 
tastic photos, it's a nice touch that not all photo- 
graphers provide. 


What is your definition of beauty? 
Looking after yourself, being healthy, and being 
happy with yourself, that is beauty to me. 


What is more important today. mastering the ca- 
mera or Photoshop? 

If you want to call yourself a photographer, then 
you need to master the camera. | believe trying to 
get as much as you can in camera. Otherwise, 
you're a re-toucher, not a photographer. However, 
Photoshop (or similar programs) is an important 
tool, like lenses and lights, and photographers 
should learn to use it to bring out the best in their 
photos. 


What equipment do you use? Why? 

1 use Canon, with a 24-105mm, and a EF 50mm 
11/8 ዘ lens. These allow me to shoot wider scene, 
but also take close portraits. | also use Yongnuo 
flash, cheap and portable, they allow for easy 
transport and set up, and have a bit of power be- 
hind them.

Wardrobe and make-up are very important in the 
final result, They add a level of professionalism, 
and can create a cohesive theme to your photos- 
hoot. You don't need the most fancy or expensive 
garments and make-up, but having them fit nicely, 
and neat (unless you want a messy shoot), can 
make your set stand out. 


Is there any person you specially would love to 
have in front of your camera? 

There are a few people | would love to work with 
one day. Elegy Ellem; she is stunning in both her 
fashion and conceptual work, Adam Driver; his 
face is just so beautiful, and he is just an amazing 
actor. And lastly, Lady Beard; | love his bending of 
gender norms, and he is just a fun-loving, charis- 
matic guy. 


And anyone you would not like to take portraits of 
at all? 

No. I'm happy to work with anyone, and then form 
my own opinions. 





B/W or full color pictures? Why? 
Hike shooting full colour. like using colour to set 
the mood and bring out an extra element in my 
photos. 


Your Fetish photographer and Why? 
Fetish always carries heavy connotation, and with 
that heavy emotions. And that's what | love in 
photography; enticing emotion in the viewer. It 
also has a beautiful aesthetic that | love captu- 
ring. 


How do you prepare your sessions? 

1 research locations, trying to find that which will 
be perfect for the shoot (unless it's in a studio). | 
plan specific shots | would like as a guideline, and 
plan and test out lighting at home. On the day | al- 
ways have a platter set up and ready for the 
model/designer/makeup artist. Whilst the model 
is getting ready | will finish setting up the space, 
taking test shots before final touches are added. 
Once everyone is ready it's time to start shooting. 


Have you ever run out of inspiration during a pho- 
toshoot? 


Inspiration is always around during shoots. Whe- 
ther it comes from myself, the model, designers, 
makeup artist, inspiration is always around and 
ready to strike 


Do you like sharing all pictures or do you keep 
some only for you? 

1like sharing all pictures, the only problem is | am 
‘sometimes delayed in releasing them. Work, sho- 
ots with deadlines, and university, take priority so 
1 may wind up sharing a set several months after 
shooting. ! also like to wait some time after a 
client has shared photos before posting to my 
own page. 


Can feelings be portrayed? 

Of course feelings can be portrayed. Through ex- 
pression, body language, colour, outfits, framing, 
lighting, the photographer's job is to capture 
emotion and create feeling within the viewer. 


| was part of an exhibition this year, and my piece 
Inner; Depression captured the suffering those af- 
flicted with depression feel. It was an image close 
to my own heart, and | wanted the viewer to ex- 
perience the loneliness and hopelessness of de- 
pression. 


What is the most tedious task in photography? 
Packing up after the photoshoot. Fitting every- 
thing back in its bag, and then back in its place, 
it's the least fun part. 


Have you ever dreamt something and when wa- 
king up thought: "I have to express it through a 
picture"? 

I'm not good at remembering my dreams. But my 
photo Inner; Depression did come to me when | 
was riding the train.

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How would you describe 
[ብ a mid-thirties metal dude from Finland who's 
interested in shiny pictures and wonders of the 
Universe. Dry and dark humour is one of my vices. 


Why a photographer? 
When | was a little kid we used to make silly mo- 
vies with friends and | usually wanted to be the 
camera man, then later on bands of friends of 
mine wanted me to take some live photos from 
their gigs, since | was the “man with the camera” 
it was logical choice from them, and from there 
on | started to be interested in the documenting. 
side of events. 


Is the world ready for your photos? 

1 would hope so, haha. But to be honest, for me 
it's only a plus if the world or other people like the 
photos. The most important thing is that me and 
the model(s) are satisfied with the pictures. 


What did you study? 

Actually | haven't studied any arts, apart the cour- 
ses from regular school, I've learned by doing. But 
Lon "regular" side | have passed The Finnish Ma- 
triculation Examination which would translate to 
have passed "senior high school" or what it is ca- 
led in your particular part of the world. I have also 
couple "profession" degrees, working with com- 
puters and multimedia. 


What is your favourite theme, PinUp, Latex, Te- 
mor...? 

All things shiny! So from those Latex shots are the 
best shots, but | do enjoy doing PVC and leather 
ones. And it never hurts to have corsets and boots 
involved in a shoot too, heh. So | would label them 
as "fetish themed shoots" | do also enjoy to shoot 
with blood, adding a extra dimension to the shoot, 
whether it's in the woods or just in the plastic 
wrapped studio 





Do you believe photography is underestimated 
and considered a minor art? 

1 think it used to be, but nowadays with easy ac- 
cess to Internet and especially Facebook, you can 
more easily find cool photographers and also pe- 
ople can find your stuff. 


Was it difficult for you gaining the confidence of 
models? 

Actually no, since when | started to take model 
photos | first asked for friends to model for me so 
itwas quite natural progression to contact other 
models too when you had a basic grasp of things. 


What do you prefer: taking many photographs or 
just a few during a session but spend more time 
on each one? 

| think I'm somewhere in the middle. As | started 
photographing with film cameras 1 still have in the 
back of my head the thought that you have limited 
number of frames to be used, so | wouldn't want 
to take too many shots. So | try to have the shot 
framed or thought out quite well. But on the other 
hand it's also cool to just "go with the flow" and 
just keep on shooting, maybe not that well plan- 
ned shots but they usually have a higher chance 
of getting the mood right. So I would say, quoting 
the famous Ski Jumper Matti Nykänen, it's about 
fifty-sixty! 


What makes you different from other photogra- 
phers? 

| think my focus on very narrow field of interest is 
the most prominent difference. Also | like to shoot 
epic stuff with a not too polished looks, I would 
call this roughness. | mean | don't like the over 
polishing, cleaning and smoothing everything out. 
1 like to have the pics real! 


What is your definition of beauty? 

| don't think there is a definite beauty, at least not 
for me. Since many things can be really beautiful 
in their own right and even stuff that 99,9% of the 











people would disagree strongly. So to cut long 
story short, | would keep the «definition» of beauty 
just in the dictionary. 


What is more important today: mastering the ca- 
mera or Photoshop? 

Mastering the camera should be the cornerstone 
of photography, but до enjoy seeing really good 
photoshop work, but then you have to ask your- 
selí can you really talk about photography if you 
have done almost the whole image in Photoshop. 
For me its digital art. So mastering the camera all 
the way. 


What equipment do you use? Why? 
Currently | have on my model photo arsenal: 
Canon 5D Mark IV, Sigma 50mm F1.4 Art lens and 
for those epic wide angle shots a Sigma 12- 
24mm lens, sadly not the Art version. On studio 
shoots | have few Elinchrom FX400 flashes with 
different modifiers and Pocketwizard radio trans- 
mitters. For shots outside the studio | have a 
Godox Witstro AD600 and couple Godox TT685 
flashes, also | have bunch of these “cheapo” flas- 
hes that can be thrown in if needed. | also shoot 
with a old Canon film camera and even with a Ma- 
miya RB67 medium format film camera, but those 


are just for the fun of shooting and developing 
film. The why is quite simple, | started with Canon 
film SLRs back in the day (well | had random com- 
pact film cameras before that) and then it was lo- 
gical to keep with Canon when the change to 
digital came. But to be honest, if Canon hadn't 
come up with the Mark IV | would have changed 
brand... About the lenses, the Sigma 50mm Art 
should be one of the sharpest lenses (after some 
Zeiss stuff), though one day | would hope to have 
the Canon 85mm 1.2 for portraits. Also | have “al- 
ways” used Elinchromes in studio, didn't feel 8 
need to change. But for the Godox ones, those | 
actually had to investigate about, since | wanted 
to have lots of power in the flashes and also to be 
able to control them remotely, so they do just that 
and aren't too expensive. 


In the digital era, can anyone be a photographer? 
Sure! Anyone can be a photographer, but the more 
important question is should anyone be a photo- 
grapher. If that's your passion and you want to 
learn at least something, of course you should be 
a photographer! But if you just want to flash a 
press card and hang around with models without 
willing to do anything for it, then maybe you 
shouldn't want to title yourself as a photographer. 
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How did you start fetish photography? 
I've been interested in arts for whole my life, also 
heavy metal culture was something that | was 
part of from really early age. And back then the 
look in the metal scene had all these pvc, leather 
and 6180 latex images, even more so than nowa- 
days, so when | had been photographing the metal 
scene for years | wanted to bring that kind of look 
to modelling photos since there was interest in it, 
at least | was interested in that kind of look. Also 
discovering the photos of Bianca Beauchamp | 
was totally committed in doing fetish photo- 
graphy 


Do you like sharing all pictures or do you keep 
some only for you? 

1 do have lots of shots that have been seen only 
by me and the model, since there isn't a good me- 
dium or time for them to be published. So if there 
is a grand idea behind the shots, I'm not too bo- 
thered if they are not published. But I try to put 
most of the final shots on my website, since it also 
acts as a portfolio, 


How important are wardrobe and make-up in the 
final result? 

In my shoots the wardrobe is the MOST important 
thing in the shoot after the photographer and the 
model! So really important! Makeup should sup- 
port the wardrobe and theme, but in my opinion, 
there are various ways to make it fit, so it's notas 
important as the wardrobe. 


15 there any person you specially would love to 
have in front of your camera? 

Yes! Bianca Beauchamp! As her and Martin's work 
inspired me to pursue my own latex photography, 
it would be a dream. (Here you can add the picture 
with me and Bianca that is also sent, or elsewhere. 
in the article) 


B/W or full color pictures? Why? 

Full color, | love the colours of the world. But I do 
enjoy black and white photos too, and when | edit 
some pictures "want" to be B&W, so | don't plan 
them at first, they just “tell” me if they want to be 
B&W or otherwise toned, sounds trippy. :D But 
when | shoot film | shoot only B&W so that's only 
time | make decision about colour or B&W before 
the shots. 








Your Fetish photographer and Why? 
Martin Perreault, for those inspirational shots with 
Bianca 


How do you prepare your sessions? 


The most important thing is to see you have all 
batteries loaded and memory cards available. If it 
is a studio shoot, install the backdrop, give some 
basic adjustments to lights. Put the coffee maker 
going! 

If it's location shoot, after checking everything, it 
would be good to put everything in bags early, but 
this is my achilles heel, | usually pack everything 
the last minute and worry if | got everything with 
me when leaving. Also pour the coffee into a ther- 
‘mos bottle! 








Have you ever run out of inspiration during a pho- 
toshoot? 

Yes, but then the true measure of you as a photo- 
grapher is measured, since you have to make a 
decision like “god damn, | will make something 
out of this" and hope nobody notices this black 
moment in you. Usually it's all good, but not al- 
ways. 


Can feelings be portrayed? 

Sure, but for me the portrayal of one particular fe- 
eling isn't the most important thing. | try avoid 
shots that lack any kind of feeling, so some fee- 
lings should be portrayed. 


What is the most tedious task in photography? 
The task of choosing the final photos! ! usually 
end up with lots of good ones, so it almost breaks 
my heart when | have to discard really awesome 
shots. Also if you have a picture that looks totally 
awesome, except the focus isn't right or some 
other technical screw up shows itself. Then you 
have to battle yourself in what to do, try to salvage 
the photo in someway or just discard it. 


Have you ever dreamt something and when wa- 
king up thought: "I have to express it through a 
picture”? 

Ihave had few nightmares with so epic battle sce- 
nes in them which | still haven't figured out how 
to build 


Future projects? 

There's always something. Now I'm planning a 
few shoots abroad and hope they work out, Also 
trying to gather props for various shoots from 
here and there every now and then.

Everything is organized, and on the stage | dedi- 
cate myself to the realization of that so precise 
shot that was in my mind for so long time. 


What makes you different from other photogra- 
phers? 

My madness, my desire to dare, my nightmares. 
All these things are very important to my way of 
photographing. 


What is your definition of beauty? 

Beauty is not only a well shaped body or a beau- 
tiful face, well they are, of course, but they are no- 
thing without intelligence, open mind, desire to 
dare and, as the French say, "Le savoir faire": fo- 
resight, tact, persuasive friendliness. 





What is more important today: mastering the ca- 
mera or Photoshop? 

1 think 70% mastering the camera and 30% pho- 
toshop. If the images are already a good ones, 
with photoshop could become an astonishing 
ones. 


What equipment do you use? Why? 
Leica R2, Yashica Fx3 and Nikon F90X as analog 
equipments and Canon 7D, 5D mark II as digital 
ones.

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How would you describe yourself? 
Physically average, mentally aware, spiritly lost. 


Why a photographer? 

Because | cannot draw. Slightly glib, but perfectly 
true. | found myself with a camera in my hand at 
a very young age and it clearly struck a chord with 
me. | would point a camera at anything and every- 
thing: typical mementos from days out to abstract 
shapes | would spot in nature. No real direction, 
justa record of sights that caught my eye. And 
then the imagination kicked in. 


The camera is a tool that allows me to take so- 
mething from my imagination and present it in a 
format, a medium, that other people can see. 





Is the world ready for your photos? 
Ever ready or never ready? Only time will tell. 


What did you study? 
Mechanical Engineering. So lots of math, physics, 
thermodynamics and such like. But this part of 
my brain/personality makes me methodical, 
pragmatic, an organizer, a plannes, all areas which 
bear fruit when it comes to actually pressing the 
shutter release. 


One of the comments you very kindly hear back 
from the team and models is how well organized 
the Killer Heels shoots are. Which often makes me 
wonder how other people go about their set-ups. 


What is your favourite theme, PinUp, Latex, Te- 
mor....? 

Latex is a very common theme in my output. I love 
how it looks, how it lights. Its form fitting qualities 
can hide and enhance in equal measure depen- 
ding on how you wish to view it. 

A well fitting latex cat suit is as close to naked as 
you can get while being completely covered. It 
can be liberating for a model in terms of poses 
they can perform when dressed as such. 


Was it difficult for you gaining the confidence of 
models? 

I think initially it was more a case of having con- 
fidence in myself. No problems with my way 
around a camera, and even the first time | shot 
with a model | had a reasonable understanding of 
lighting, but it was more a case of questioning: 
‘Am la fraud? Am | just playing at being a photo- 
grapher? 

I can very vividly recall breaking out in beads of 
sweat for the first handful of shoots. Even though 


— with digital — you can see the results almost 
immediately. So it was more a case of applying 
personality to the shoots: the interaction between 
photographer and model. The process of you both 
being involved and responsible for the outcome 
of the shoot, to varying degrees. 

Once the first few shoots yielded images that 
model, make-up artist and anyone else involved 
were happy with, it was quite a breakthrough. Re- 
lief turned into confidence and away we went. Pe- 
ople trust me to deliver, and | think (hope) my 
track record now supports that trust. 


Do you believe photography is underestimated 
and considered a minor art? 

Like any art, it relies on being appreciated. But it's 
back to my earlier answer of time will tell: when 
you look at the paintings of Rembrandt, Goya, Ra- 
phael and many others, they are considered to be 
‘old masters. But... there would have been a time 
when they were possibly considered young ups- 
tarts. Periods and perceptions both change with 
the passage of time. 

Sometimes, it takes time to be appreciated. 


What do you prefer. taking many photographs or 
just a few during a session but spend more time 
оп each one? 

1 preach to the latter, but can be guilty of the for- 
mer. The goal is really to take as few shots as 
possible to get the desired image, Because it's all 
about time. Time of the shoot, time to download 
files, time to go through all the files, time for 
edits. 

1 have been fortunate enough to work with some 
outstanding models, and | ultimately bring the 
shoot to an end by announcing: Now we are just 
taking great shots of a beautiful model. 

This is because they just keep giving me pose 
after pose after pose that are all worthy of being 
captured. But you have to realise when enough is 
enough. 


What makes you different from other photogra- 
phers? 

My personality. And that is by no means to say 
other photographers do not have personality. 
More that we all do, and we're all different. There 
are a good many photographers out there that 
shoot the same subject matter as me, and many 
of the same models too. It's a finite group, so it's 
to be expected. truly can't claim to be unique as 
1 too am influenced by what | see; in life, in print, 
on TV etc. 

But, Like many of my contemporary's, you do try 
and put a unique spin on popular ideas. 
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What is your definition of beauty? 

I'm not sure how you can quantify beauty, as you 
can see beauty in many things and in many diffe- 
rent ways. One thing | do admire immensely 
though is grace. Grace in movement, grace in how 
a situation is handled. Grace has such beauty to 
enjoy. 

On an anatomical level: Legs. Long toned legs and 
a neat ass on top. Sorry for being a base chauvi- 
nistic pig. 


What is more important today: mastering the ca- 
mera or Photoshop? 

The camera. As without being able to take an 
image, Photoshop is a program that is just not re- 
quired or relevant. But | see Photoshop very much 
has its place in photography, no two ways about 
it 


Some people will claim to be purists and talk 
about getting it right in camera, but a lot of what 
you can do іп photoshop - and I'm not talking 
about the graphic/digital artist tools — clone, 
dodge, burn and the like, these were all things you 
could do in a wet darkroom. Now you can do it in 
the comfort of a well-lit room and do away with 
bottles of chemicals slowly going off and stinking 
out your home. 

1 have done a lot of wet room D&P, I do not miss it 
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What equipment do you use? Why? 
1 currently use Nikon 03 & D3x bodies, and glass 
that takes me from 14mm to 200mm in six steps. 
| have also on occasion had the use of Hasselblad 
НА & H5 series cameras. The goal is to make the 
transition from full frame to medium format a per- 
manent one. 


1 have used Nikon cameras for years, even for 
35mm film too. My first digital camera was the 
D50. And Nikon have been very good at keeping 
the layouts very similar as you step up from entry 
level to Pro-bodies. 


The 'blad? Ask anyone that knows, the quality, 
handling and image capture are just mouthwate- 
ring. As are the costs! 


In the digital era, can anyone be a photographer? 
1 would say so. In fact, in the digital era, you no 
longer even need to have a camera. | would think 
pretty much everyone these days has a device in 
their pockets that allows them to take digital cap- 
tures. Though that particular device was possibly 
marketed as a mobile phone. 


What makes someone a photographer? The abi- 
lity to take a picture would technically make you 
a photographer. But does anyone want to see 
what you photographed? Would you sell any of 
your photographs? Would anyone commission 
you to take their photograph? And that is what se- 
parates the various levels and skills in photo- 
graphy. 


How important are wardrobe and make-up in the 
final result? 

Very. Extremely! Do not underestimate the value 
of having a top quality make-up artist and hair 
stylist on your team. It may well mean you're not 
pressing the shutter release for two hours or more. 
from the start of a session, but the time you will 
save in post process editing is paid back ten 
times over. 


Similarly, an outrageous or incredible outfit can 
add such an impact to a shoot, that again it really 
15 very much worth making the effort to pull such 
things together. 


15 there any person you specially would love to 
have in front of your camera? 

1 would think this question has most people ree- 
ling off a list of film or other media stars, but to 
what end? Do they have interesting faces? Some 
certainly do, but it's the ‘fame’ rather than the 
frame that makes the image recognizable, 


I have a short list of people | would love to shoot 
with, and | know | will certainly do what I can to 
make it happen. My ‘wish list’ includes: Starfuc- 
ked, Romanie Smith, Lauren Brock, Becky Holt 
and Latex Lucy. 


And anyone you would not like to take portraits of 
at all? 

An unusual question. | can think of a couple of 
models I'd happily never work with again. But, | 
imagine, there are most likely some models that 
wouldn't like to work with me again either. So, 
fairs fair. 


B/W or full color pictures? Why? 

Both, but for the same reasons: Mood and con- 
text. Some images suit monochrome, others suit 
full colour. Or even manipulated colour: de-satu- 
rated, mono tint, polarized. This is just another 
element of the entire process. This is part of the 
presentation aspect, like digital or print. Perso- 
nally, | love print. You get a depth, a richness and 
texture with print that you don't get with a digital 
viewing format. 
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Your a Fetish photographer and why? 
Three words: Bob Carlos Clarke. | bought myself 
a copy of his book The Dark Summer back in | 
think 1986 or 1987 and it completely changed 
how I looked at shooting images. In the 1980's, it 
appeared to me, shooting any female model was 
just ‘glamour.’ Busty, bathing suit clad beauties 
with a tumbling cascade of wet permed hair and 
an expression of a sharp intake of breath. Not for 
Mr. Clarke though. 


Of course it was rather long time before | actually 
got to put this new inspiration into practice, but | 
think | am making up for lost time and lack of pre- 
vious opportunities 


As for the why? Why not? You can unlock desires, 
hidden fantasies. Turn models into super heroes 
or Goddesses. Make the unreal very real. I enjoy 
the look of a model trying latex for the very first 
time. The initial uncertainty: how it would feel or 
look once worn, very quickly followed by an ‘oh 
my' reaction. It's wonderful. You can also see a 
very recognizable change in how the models react 
in front of [ከፀ camera once latex clad. They tend 
to project an ‘in charge’ persona you can tap into 
for dramatic effect 


How do you prepare your sessions? 

Lists! am a big fan of lists and always have my 
notebook close at hand. So we'll have lists of out- 
fits, heels, props, looks and styling, all grouped to- 
gether so they can be checked off for packing for 
the studio. 


Prior to that, | will have spoken with the hair and 
make-up team, shown them a picture of the 
model and the outfits, and we'll run through the 
looks we believe we can achieve. If we're shooting 
more than one outfit and look, we'd also work out 
the best running order so we move from one look 
and set-up to the next with minimum effort 


Have you ever run out of inspiration during a pho: 
toshoot? 

Not so far, but I'm generally going into a shoot 
with a clear concept and goal in the first place. | 
tend not to be a photographer that shoots ‘on the 
fly and hope something magical will happen. al- 
ready have the finished image in my head before 
we start, so that's what we're working towards. 


Do you like sharing all pictures or do you keep 
some only for you? 
If the picture has merit, then I would hope to be 





able to share it. Sometimes you might have shot 
a commission that comes with certain terms that 
might preclude being able to publicly show an 
image, so you have to respect that. But for the 
most part, | do shoot so that the images can be 
seen and hopefully enjoyed and approved of. 





Can feelings be portrayed? 
Of course. In fact | believe there is an entire pro: 
fession dedicated to it: Acting. Feelings can be 
portrayed, betrayed, conveyed, influenced and 
manipulated. A great model, like a great actor, can 
emote and portray such emotions with subtle 
gestures. Perhaps this skill is even greater in mo- 
dels, as their work (emotion) has to be captured 
in a single frame, with no dialogue or soundtrack 
to help guide or influence the viewer to the mood 


What is the most tedious task in photography? 
When a friend or boyfriend joins a model in the 
studio and suddenly they feel they are an art di 
rector, or a superstar DJ. Extra pairs of hands are 
often welcome, but when people suddenly get 
ideas well above their position and ability, it be- 
comes very tedious 


Have you ever dreamt something and when wa- 





king up thought: "I have to express it through a 
picture"? 
All the time! 


Future projects? 
Are secret and will be revealed in time. But | am 
planning a very large shoot with 13 models: one 
male, twelve females, which will hopefully raise a 
smile and a few eyebrows
